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The Auto Insurance Issue 


Political campaigns are useful, aside 


from the immediate concerns of the 
candidates and their parties, to the extent 
that they elucidate legitimate public issues 
and acquaint citizens with the problems 
and functions and performance of their 
governmental services. 


An example is the issue of rising 


automobile casualty insurance rates which 
has been raised by Lt Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey. There are signs that it has made an 
impression upon some voters, in this era of 
virtually universal auto ownership. We 
regret that Mr. Lucey has not been candid 
in his discussion of the problem he has 
raised, but perhaps that is too much to 
expect from anxious aspirants to elective 
office in the heat of a difficult campaign. 


Mr. Lucey has called the auto insurance 


rate situation in Wisconsin "highway 
robbery." The plain implication is that the 
men 
now in 
charge of 
the 
state 


government are responsible. Yet it must be 
clear 
to 
anyone 
who has 
watched 


premiums rise over the years that this is 
not a new development. 
The present 


insurance commissioner has been in office 
a little more than a year. His predecessor, 
a man of Democratic persuasion who owed 
Ms appointment to the patronage of an 
earlier Democratic governor, was at that 
desk for about six years. But the issue 
wasn't raised then, nor did Mr. Manson, to 
our recollection, acknowledge it as a 
problem or as a defect in the state 
regulatory laws as they apply to insurance 
rates and practices.

the sheriff and traffic departments last 
July — one of the greatest changes ever in 
Outagaroie County law enforcement — it 
was felt by many supervisors that the 
enforcement organization was functioning 
the best it has in years. An entirely new 
organizational structure was set up and 
more policemen were hired. 


Now, just four months later, and 


coincidentally, right at election time, some 
of the same supervisors who earlier pushed 
for the hiring of a chief deputy are making 
a repeat attempt. 


Once again there will be a big debate 


on the board floor — a debate that will boil 
down to a battle over personalities. 


We question the provision in the 


resolution that allows for the appointment 
of a chief deputy by the county board. The 
chief deputy would not come under Civil 
Service provisions. 


The functioning of a man hired under 


such conditions — if in fact anyone would 
want the job — could be controlled too 
much by the county board and not enough 
by the sheriff, who is the county's chief 
law enforcement officer. 


But, we especially wonder why the 


supervisors who are presenting

resolution are attempting to institute 
another major change in county law 
enforcement just before a new sheriff 
takes office.

But representatives of the majority of 
member nations have appealed to Thant to 
serve at least for a few more months. The 
fact that Africans and Europeaas, Commu- 
nist and not. could agree was in itself 
something of a rarity. But what the 
delegates did not say was that no one else 
seemed to want the position. 


Thant has more recently announced 


that his decision is forthcoming but he 
hasn't yet made up his mind. He has 
"personal considerations," he says, and 
must also think about "the long term 
interests of the organization, the outlook 
for peace in Asia and elsewhere in the 
world.'' 


Thant's personal considerations pre- 


sumably include his family's desire to 
return to Burma as well as the possibility 
that the new civilian look in Burma might 
open the door for Thant to take a leading 
role in his homeland. 


But it is a little difficult to know how 


the outlook for peace in Asia or anywhere 
else can influence his decision. When 
Thant took office, he obviously opposed 
U.N. interference even when there was a 
threat of war although he was persuaded 
to try some intervention in Cyprus. He 
sent a team to investigate Indonesia's 
charges against Malaysia and saw them 
ignored by Sukarno. His willingness to go 
to Hanoi has been scorned by Ho Chi Minh. 
He sensibly withdrew the U.N. troops from 
the Congo when funds ran out but peace 
has not come to Africa. 


Peace in the world of course is exactly 


that for which the United Nations was 
primarily created. It is not U Thant's fault 
that the organization can do little to give 
hope for world peace or to maintain or 
bring it about. But if he has realistically 
recognized this, then the failure should 
hardly be a condition for his remaining as 
Secretary General. 


U Thant has not been as effective a 


Secretary General as his predecessor but 
in part the general decline of optimism in 
the United Nations rather than Ms own 
lacks is the reason. He ought to stay on if 
only to help the U.N. avoid the struggle 
over finding a replacement who would be

This will 
involve the repeal or modifica- 
tion of the county uniformity 
clause which in past eras was 
one of the basic articles of 
faith of the typical courthouse 
leader. 


The counties, according to 


this resolution, want to re- 
move themselves from the 
clinging straitjacket of state 
government 
control. 
They 


want the reasonable freedom of 
action in local legislation and 
in local program choice and 
administration that the cities 
and villages of the state have 
long since had under their 
home rule amendment adopted 
many years ago. The counties 
are now literally "creatures" 
of the state, in the phrase 
familiar to every courthouse 
reporter. They cannot move a 
fraction beyond their infinitely 
specific duties and powers set 
out painstakingly in state law. 


POWERLESS 


When the city of Appieton or 


Green Bay or Wisconsin Rap- 
ids wants to take action on a 
local public problem, accord- 
ing to its conception of the 
community's 
interests 
and 


needs and wishes, it is entitled 
to do so. But when the county 
of Outagaraie or Brown or 
Wood or any other confronts a 
problem peculiar to Us local- 
ity, or a proposal originating 
out of the wishes of its people, 
and it is not 
specifically 


delineated in the list of powers 
granted to counties, it cannot 
do so without coming to 
Madison and asking leave of 
the legislature. 


The result of such restric- 


tions doubtless has bees to 
inhibit the growth of counties 
and to reduce their capacity to 
accommodate themselves to 
changing times and problems 
suggested by the rapid urbani- 
zation of the state. 


But the implications of the 


"home rule" cause of the 
counties appear to go beyond 
the mere nuisance value of 
repeated appeals to the legis- 
lature for specific problem 
resolution powers. The plain 
import here is the recognition 
of the divergent needs and
